By Dan Cooper 


or an architect or designer, the choice of work- 

ing in the historic milieu is catalyzed by any 

number of factors. Typically, he or she has 

an affinity for traditional styles or has found 

historicism to be a pursuit that is profitable in 
their market and suitable to their aptitude. A breed apart 
are those who have entered the field strictly as preserva- 
tionists and have decided to spend their careers ensuring 
that as much of the past as possible remains for future 
generations — while also adapting their new work to be 
sympathetic to these existing structures. 

David Heide of Minneapolis, MN-based David Heide 
Design Studio in such a designer, as his firm typically 
approaches a project from a preservationist's perspec- 
tive. Rather than simply using historicism as an influence, 
Heide's intent is guided by our collective responsibility to 
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the past. “We always look to the building for precedent 
with respect to all materials, windows and other open- 
ings," says Heide, “and we're always paying attention to 
scale and proportion, to massing and roof shapes.” 

As so many of his commissions are preservation 
oriented, Heide has created a firm that espouses strict 
adherence to the accepted standards of the field. “We 
work on a wide range of projects, from National Register 
status to simple vernacular, and we consistently bear 
the Secretary of the Interior’s Standards for Historic 
Preservation in mind when approaching a project,” he 
says. “We have a collection of guidelines from historic 
districts across the country in our library. It is common 
for us to consult the local repository of historic drawings 
to find original plans. In some cases, where drawings of 
the building in question are not available, we have found

The Artful Kitchen and Bathroom 
Many architects working in the field of historic restora- 
tion or interpretation punt when it comes to kitchens and 
bathrooms. Although one not fault their choices of 
material and de sign, their efforts with the finishes of these 
two mandatory rooms can be somewhat uninspired, as 
they spec the customary white subway tile and hex floor- 
ing along with the w ell-known examples of fixtures and 
hardware. In: ead, Heide focuses as much attention on 
re-imagining the bathroom and kitchen as he does a grand 
staircase. He pictures himself in the era of interpretation 
and then strives to make contemporary needs conform to 
historical stylings, just as the historic finishes must adapt 
to modern demands.

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“We look to the intact interiors of the building to 
guide the precedent, but strive to be careful to not 
upstage the original parts of the building. I also believe 
that good design transcends style. We strive not to create 
a caricature of something, but a project that is authentic 
and honest in its structural design, its materials and its 
integrity." 

A hallmark of Heide's kitchen design is capturing the 
richly paneled effect that utilizes battens and panels or 
bead board in a late-Eastlake or Craftsman aesthetic. In an 
1892 Queen Anne that Heide added to and remodeled, 
for example, the kitchen incorporates a graceful arch 
over the paneled refrigerator unit, minimizing the telltale 
“paneled fridge" appearance. Likewise, the range hood is 
sheathed in matching wood to lessen its prominence in the 
room. Heide used the same techniques in the remodel of a 
1904 Four Square in Minneapolis, and the result is an ele- 
gant yet approachable kitchen that is historic in appearance 
and fully functional by today's standards. Leaping boldly 
into the 1930s, Heide designed a streamlined Art Deco 
kitchen with highly figured woodwork and rounded cabi- 
nets in the Lake Harriet Villa, a sprawling Mediterranean 
Revival home. 

Heide's bathrooms reveal a similar attention to historic 
detail coupled with an innovative use of materials that ele- 
vate them above the norm. In the restoration and interior 
design of a house in St. Paul, he created a graceful arched 
window and marble wainscot — a nod to McKim, Mead 
& White's Classicism — while a condominium on Summit 
Avenue in St. Paul renovated and restored by Heide fea- 
tures a striking oval mirror with a marble surround and 
elegant nickel sconces. 


Reverse Thinking 


Summit Avenue is famous for it magnificent 
late-19th- and early-20th-century homes. It 
was in a condominium here that Heide was 
called upon to work within a scenario that was 
counter to his beliefs, as the house in ques- 
tion had been sectioned off into three units 
in the 1970s. “This project, which won a first 
place award for historic preservation from the 
Minnesota branch of the American Society of 
Interior Designers, was challenging for me 
personally,” he says. “We have spent so much 
energy putting old houses back together and 
this project was, in a way, taking the house 
further away from its original configuration." 

Despite his initial reservations, Heide 
began the preliminary tasks for the prospec- 
tive project. “When I was interviewing for 
the job, the client took me into what was the 
dining room of the original house and said, ‘I 
want to put the kitchen in here,’” he says. “I 
immediately resisted this idea, but it proved 
to be the right solution for the client and ulti- 
mately for the project." In fact, Heide cleverly 
placed the range in a recessed Gothic alcove 
and sited the cabinetry in the center of the 
original dining room. The resultant kitchen 
blends cohesively with the home and avoids 
the typical "crammed into the old pantry" 
look of so many condos. 

During the 1970's condo-izing, a wing 
was added to the house, destroying a marvel- 
ous brick and tile conservatory. "We ended

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up restoring the conservatory, having tiles 
custom made to match the originals," says 
Heide, “We restored part of the house and 
changed other parts of the building, but 
did so in a thoughtful and sensitive way. I 


believe we did right by the building." 


On the Boards 


Although the recession of the past year has 
affected everyone, Heide is maneuvering 
through it. ^We have two very exciting 
projects on the boards right now," he says. 
“One is another project on Summit Avenue 
in St. Paul. Originally built as a duplex in 
1922, an 8,000-sq.ft. residence is being 
restored for use by a retired college profes- 
sor and his wife. Since the building is with- 
in a preservation district, we've undergone 
review for three additions to the house, and 
construction of a new garage and extensive 
landscaping. I am particularly excited at 
the opportunity to design two very differ- 
ent interiors with similar plans and window 
openings, but one with a very contemporary 
sensibility and the other more in tune with 
1922. The house is virtually untouched since 
some regrettable remodeling in the 1950s." 
In another project, Heide is restoring 
and adding to a 1905 summer residence on 
Lake Minnetonka believed to be designed 
by the Chicago architect Hugh Garden.

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"The addition is nearly doubling the 
size of the dwelling, at the owner's 
request," says Heide. "It is gratifying 
to work with a client who values the 
decorative arts as much as I do, and 
to collaborate with the amazing pool 
of craftsmen who are painting deco- 
rative friezes, fabricating art-glass 
windows and constructing the furni- 
ture-quality interiors. We recognize 
that this scale of project is rare in any 
career and are savoring every minute 
of this opportunity." 


Enlightening the Client 
A perpetual challenge facing the 


preservationist/architect is forming 
a good working relationship with 
clients, some of whom may not fully 
appreciate the significance of their 
undertaking. “The objective of most 
clients is to accomplish work on 
their historic house such that it is a 
seamless blending of old and new," 
says Heide. "We know, however, 
that this is not the goal from a pres- 
ervation perspective. We are taught 
not to blur history, nor to confuse 
the observer about what is 1900 and 
what is 2009. 

"Often when working with a cli- 
ent who has an old house but more contemporary tastes, 
we'll develop a sensibility about how we're going to 
approach the project. We may decide that things that are 
permanently part of the house, such as the doors, win- 
dows, finishes and casework, for example, will be treated 
as part of the historic house and preservation philosophies 
will dictate the aesthetic. Material that is less permanent, 
such as lighting, furnishings, window coverings and the 
like, will be designed to meet the owners' more contem- 
porary desires." 

Heide notes that combining new and old necessitates 
many discrete moves on the part of the designer. "As 
an example," he says, "we were working on a house 
from about 1912 filled with countless art-glass windows 
throughout the first floor. These windows were primarily 
clear and beveled glass with color used in the decorative 
areas. In the addition, the owners' desire for art-glass

windows to match the originals was accommodated, but 
in the new windows we used textured glass without color 
to make a subtle differentiation between the two." 

Heide's love for the past and his design skill have 
served him well, but he's realistic about what is required 
to succeed in his profession. “When asked by students 
coming to the studio for informational interviews about 
careers in the industry,” he says, “I tell them that I learned 
as much about doing my job working in men’s retail and 
tending bar in college as I did in architecture school. Yes, 
you have to have talent and ability, but absent the skills to 
articulate your ideas and sell them — and to sell yourself 
you're dead in the water.” m

Dutch New York 


The Dutch influence on New York architecture spans the centuries. By Anne Walker 


he fall of 2009 prompted a flurry of festivity in celebration of 


New York 400 — the 400th anniversary of Henry Hudson's dis- 
covery of the Hudson River. Though the Dutch only controlled 
New York for 60 years, the Dutch influence on New York's 
architectural identity over the past 400 years has been pervasive 
and far-reaching, regenerating itself over the centuries to suit specific prob- 
lems and conditions. Early-20th-century architect Aymar Embury II (1880- 
1966) enthusiastically proclaimed that “there was no architecture so perfectly 
adapted to American conditions, so plastic in permitting adjustments of exte- 
.as 1S 
the Dutch Colonial." Indeed, over time, the many manifestations of Dutch 
style in New York — both in the Hudson River Valley and New York City 
Kane revealed its surprising plasticity and adaptability. 
Between 1626 — when the Dutch bought the island “Manhattes” 
the Native Americans — and 1664, New Amsterdam was organically real-

ized with an irregular street pattern, narrow winding streets and a variety 
of small two- to three-story urban houses with intricate brick façades and 
stepped front-facing Dutch gables. Re-creating the settlement patterns and 
architecture of their homeland, the Dutch settlers applied established Dutch 
late-medieval architectural forms — especially roofs with terra-cotta tiles, 
brick street façades, wooden stoops, and leaded-glass casement windows — to 
their homes. Seventeenth-century houses in Amsterdam had been cellar-less 
since they were built over canals; their stepped gables that fronted the street 
enabled the hoisting of goods up to the storage attic and provided easy access 
to the roof. Rather than the classicizing style of Holland’s Golden Age, when 
architects embraced the Classical canon, the Dutch architecture that served as 
New York’s inspiration was a simple, almost rude vernacular whose essence 
was twofold: artistic and pedestrian. It combined a deeply rooted thrift and 
practicality expressed in a language of splendid sculptural form. 

Due to devastating fires, architectural fashions and development pres- 
sures, extant examples of the original Dutch houses in Manhattan do not

in Stone Ridge displayed the melding of 
the two styles. While the house retains the 
early Dutch method of overhanging eaves, 
it was combined with the English E 
gambrel to create a bell-cast eave form or 
reverse S-curve silhouette. Similarly, Van 
Cortlandt Manor in Croton-on-Hudson 
displays a commingling of styles as well as 
a porch and stoop seemingly from 18th- 
century Louisiana. 

In the 19th century, Dutch culture 
experienced a renaissance when one of 
America's first internationally known 
authors, Washington Irving, revived aware- 
ness of America’s Dutch origins with his 
invented folklore of the Hudson Valley. 
His stories, which reinstated the area’s 
Dutch legacy, fell into the larger cultural 
and artistic movements of romanticism and 
nationalism in the early-19th century, when 
artists, authors and intellectuals worked to 


resurrect the past and glorify the frontier. 


exist; however, the settlers in the mid and upper Hudson River Valley were 
successful in creating a lasting imprint. These charming, organically realized 
farmhouses often featured brick-sheathed or stone walls, heavy overhanging 
eaves and shutters and, as each generation in the emily rebuilt, they were 
commonly expanded over time from simple one- or two-room structures. 
With its steep gable roof, battened shutters and thick brick walls, the fortress- 
like Fort Crailo (construction possibly began as early as 1642) — the house 
of Killian Van Rensselaer Jr., a son of a major landowner — in Rensselaer 
exemplifies the nature of an early Dutch house. As later remarked by archi- 
tect Marcus Reynolds (1869- 1937), a Dutch Revival specialist, the house was 
curiously planned, possibly for defensive purposes, with rooms connecting 
to one another through closets. Similarly, the Pieter and Leendert Bronck 
house, begun in the early 1660s in Coxsackie, had traditional Dutch elements 
such as casement windows, parapet gables and a steeply pitched roof. The 
small random ashlar stone structure with two rooms and porthole windows 
was expanded around 1738 with a new two-and-a-half-story brick house with 
Dutch end gables. 

After the British took control of the colony in 1664, Dutch architecture 
continued to persevere for 75 years. The De Windt House (1700) in Tappan, 
for example, displays traditional Dutch elements. The house, which served as 
George Washington’s temporary headquarters during the Revolutionary War, 
is characterized by a heavy overhang — a method to regulate light and tempera- 
ture inside — and intricate brickwork (the builder used blackened brick to spell 
out the year of its construction across the entire front facade). The stone Fort 
Frey (1739) in Palatine Bridge featured tumbling — a practical and decorative 
technique of waterproofing the edge of a gable parapet. The contrast of red 
bricks against the stone house creates an extraordinary triangle pattern. 

After 1750, English elements began to creep in, generating a hybrid style. 
Wealthy colambite Degan to turn away from the medies al architecture of the 
Netherlands and imitate elite Europeans, who were building in the fashionable 
Georgian style — a change further fueled by the popularity of English pattern 
books that began circulating in the Colonies. At this time, the English gambrel 
roof, which has come to be so popularly associated with the Dutch-American 
house, was adapted; houses such as the Cornelius Wynkoop House (1767)

To celebrate their roots and mythi- 
cize the people who settled in the 
rugged landscape, Americans sought 
to prove that the U.S. had an equally 
important, albeit less ancient, legacy 
compared to Europe. Accompanying 
the nation's desire to emphasize its 
ancestry was a resurrection of Dutch 
American architecture, a movement 
that sought to impose qualities of 
Dutch 16th- and 17th-century urban 
architecture and the 18th-century 
Dutch farmhouse into a modern context. Sunnyside (1835), Irving's retreat in referred to as “Holland Mania" in American society, spanning the years 1880

serving Dutch heritage. This new- 
found appreciation manifested itself 
in Manhattan at the end of the 19th 
and early-20th centuries. On the 
Upper West Side between 72nd 
Street and 86th Street, a 20th-cen- 
tury version of New Amsterdam 
grew up around the Collegiate 
Dutch Reformed Church (1892), 
designed by Robert W. Gibson after 
the butcher’s guildhall (1580) in 
Haarlem. Here, a host of Beaux- 
Arts trained architects adapted the 
style to the modern townhouse, 
much larger and more imposing 


than its 17th-century predecessors, 
Viet T SAA Sgro! EE Ne and incorporated elements of Dutch 

urban style. McKim, Mead & White 
initiated this trend in 1885 with 
five houses on West End Avenue 
and 83rd Street built by developer 
George W. Rogers. Nearby, Frank 
Miles Day's richly polychromed 
row houses for developer Richard 
Platt, which were called “the most 
successful and picturesque block of 
houses on the West Side" by Real 
Estate Record, featured a balance of

While architect C. P. H. Gilbert 
(1861-1952) was more recognized 
for his Fifth Avenue mansions, he 
too experimented with the style in 
1908; his two Dutch-inspired houses 
in lower Manhattan displayed color- 
ful brickwork and stepped gables. 
Outside Manhattan, architects

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Embury and Dwight James Baum (1886-1939) embraced the Dutch idiom, 
each becoming a specialist in his own right. Embury enthusiastically endorsed 
the style, stating "the style to use is Dutch or nothing....[it] is sincere, 
expressive, and vital; strong and pleasing in mass, refined in detail and beau- 
tifully fit, in both form and color, to the American landscape." His house 
for Jerome C. Bull (1910) in Tuckahoe manifests the attributes of the Dutch 
Colonial Revival style that has come to be so popularly associated with small 
house architecture. Between 1914 and 1939, Riverdale-based Baum, who 
designed over 140 houses in Fieldston and Riverdale, similarly explored the 
qualities of the style. His designs, such as that for Bi ssor N. L. Engelhardt 
in Fieldston, illustrate its plasticity: overhanging eaves, shutters and gambrel 
roof commingle with robust Tuscan columns. Although some of his houses, 
like that for Thomas A. Buckner in Riverdale, may almost seem common- 
place now, they represented, at the time, a new and fresh reading of prec- 
edent wellsuited to the American landscape. Like the early-20th-century 
architects working in Manhattan, Marcus Reynolds, a gentleman architect 
from Albany, evoked the grander and more urbane elements of the style. 
Lamenting the di cuba of many of Albany's unique early Dutch hous- 
es, he maintained that ^we must forget the present and the immediate past.. 
we must follow the perspective still 
farther to the days when Albany 
was an important trading post.” 
Baroque twin scrolled gables, large 
weathervanes and ornamental brick- 
work enliven the façades of his brick 
and stone estate house (1903) for 
Morgan Jones, a client who desired 
a house indicative of “the good life.” 
Yet another chapter in the 
ongoing dialogue between the 
Netherlands and New York 
emerged in the 1920s with the 
onset of skyscraper architecture. 
The influence of the Amsterdam 
School inspired such architects as 
Ralph Walker (1889-1973) and Ely 
Jacques Kahn (1884-1972) to pro- 
duce soaring setback towers with 
intricate brickwork, exotic orna- 
ment, interlocking forms and pro- 
jecting piers.

that the Dutch influence has been most resoundingly felt. From the very 
beginnings of our country to the present day, permutations of Dutch style 
have shaped and redefined the ever-changing architectural expression of 
American houses in New York, and beyond. m

n The Burden of the Past and the English Poet W. Jackson Bate ques- 

tions whether the best way to address the history of modern 

English poetry, and the arts in general, might be to examine the 
anxiety felt by the artist in the face of past achievements as the artist 
asks himself: “What is there left to do?” From the diverse work beauti- 
fully presented in New Classic American Houses it is abundantly clear that 
Boston, MA-based Albert, Righter & Tittmann Architects (AR&T) 
suffers not from any burden of the past. Rather, AR&T respects and 
revels in tradition, converses knowingly with it, quotes from it, ques- 
tions it, adds to it and in turn creates work equaling the tradition the 
firm's principals clearly admire. 

With their combination of knowledge, skill, intuition and strength 
of imagination, architects Jacob Albert, James Righter and John

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Tittmann have collectively created a body of work that is truly a 
delight to study in the drawings, text and plentiful photography of 
New Classic American Houses. All three architects are graduates of Yale 
University's School of Architecture and their work seems to grow 
out of early experiences there. As Robert A. M. Stern, founder and 
senior partner of Robert A. M. Stern Architects and dean of the Yale 
School of Architecture, points out in the book's foreword, senior 
partner Jim Righter's time at Yale was in the late '60s and early '70s 
when Postmodernists were flirting with history. In subsequent years 
when Albert and then Tittmann studied there the context of his- 
tory was approached by some with greater scholarship. And indeed 
AR&T’s work is enlivened by kernels of Postmodern irreverence and 
guided by a passionate interest in history and place. 

Opening the cover of this book is to discover architects highly sen- 
sitive to the character of a place. Whether being inspired by Shingle 
Style traditions for Rocksyde, Gothic Revival traditions for Six 
Gables, or Japanese, Grecian or Modern traditions in other designs, 
the firm manages to skillfully create houses that feel distinctly suited 
to their particular place. AR&T's attention to materials and ability to 
subtly adjust house and site to fit one another reinforce the sense of 
place present in each house. 

Throughout the work showcased, one also finds attention to 
both constructive and decorative details. Virtuosic shingle details, 
rafter ends cut in every imaginable way and the pattern of wood

graining used to decorative effect, 
for instance, provide one moment 
of surprise after another. Examining 
these details — some from the past, 
some transformed and some invented 
— one is tempted to borrow a few 
here and there. 

A well respected writer on archi- 
tecture, interior design and antiques, 
author Dan Cooper brings the body 
of AR&T's work into careful focus. 
For clients or general readers who 
may be less familiar with architec- 
tural terms or ideas about Classical 
and traditional architecture, Cooper 
gently offers explanations along the 
way. He does this while not compro- 
mising the level of discourse for the 
professional or more informed reader 
as he explains the compositions and 
details of AR&T's work. Perhaps one 
of the most captivating parts of the 
book is Cooper's grouping of quotes 
from Albert, Righter and Tittmann 
addressing the subjects of history, 
clients, design and the art of archi- 
tecture. It offers a rare glimpse into 
the minds and process of thoughtful, 
talented architects. 

From cover to cover, AR&T's 
new monograph is a delight. Also 
unburdened by past typical mono- 
graphs, The Vendome Press has 
given us a new and highly useful 
monograph format. Instead of pre- 
senting one project after another, the 
book is organized as one experiences a house. Beginning with a look 
at houses from the exterior grouped roughly by stylistic similarities, 
the book then moves thematically through the elements that so richly 
animate AR&T’s w ork, from courty ards, towers and exterior details 
to main rooms like libraries, living and dining rooms, to staircases, 
kitchens and baths, and even to barns, guesthouses and pools. No 
doubt clients and architects alike will enjoy browsing through such 
inventive solutions and erudite turns of phrase.

peaking at a tribute to Robert Frost in September 1963, John F. 

Kennedy expressed his hopes for the preservation movement: ^I 

look forward to an America that will not be afraid of grace and 
beauty, which will protect the beauty of our national environment, 
which will preserve great old American houses and squares and parks 
of our national past, and which will build handsome and balanced cit- 
ies for our future." 

There was no better advertisement for this sentiment than the 
recently refurbished White House, which the American public had 
toured with Jacqueline Kennedy via a CBS television broadcast on 
Valentine's Day, 1962. The first lady was instrumental in reshaping 
the interiors, and rejecting Modernism in favor of the house museum 
movement — a polarizing viewpoint at the time. Though by the 
Kennedy era the White House was essentially a museum with a pri- 
vate apartment for the first family, it now resembled a Colonial-style 
palace, evocative of an "imagined American past." 

The Kennedy presidency is one of many pivotal moments in the 
evolution of 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue explored in Dream House: The 
White House as an American Home. Though functionally and aesthetically 
each element developed at a different pace, the book broadly defines 
the house’s incarnations in six chapters: “Country House,” “Villa,” 
“Mansion,” “Palace,” “Suburban Home” and lastly, “Shrine.” All but 
the earliest and latest key design themes reflect sweeping shifts within 
American society; while the Great Depression called for restraint, 
Reagan-era prosperity was characterized by high style and opulence — 
as begun by Jacqueline Kennedy. 

That the White House has remained a shrine to Jacqueline 
Kennedy’s taste is no accident. Rather, the way in which her resto- 
ration was organized ensured that no first family could wield such 
influence again. Mrs. Kennedy clearly defined the designations of 
offices, state room and family quarters, creating the tripartite system

that exists today. And the formation of an upper class arts committee 
in 1962 supplemented the restrictions placed on the first lady’s role by 
first Fine Arts Committee in the 1920s and the Commission on Fine 
Arts in 1941. Since then, presidential wishes have been usurped by his- 
tory, authenticity and official notions of "good taste." 

Aside from the wishes of first families and changing social climates, 
the White House has always been influenced by contemporary great 
houses, works of art and available horticultural specimens. Dream 
House puts each architectural and landscaping development in con- 
text: In Roosevelt's White House, Schloss Schonbrunn in Austria and 
Chateau de Compiegne, France, were strong influences on the south 
parterres and topiary on the first-floor terraces. And later, the ball- 
room garden at the Governor's Palace in Williamsburg, VA, a 1930s 
re-creation of an 18th-century Colonial garden, was one of several 
inspirations for the Kennedy Rose Garden - 
with his colonial predecessors the Enlightenment belief that nature 
guides sound judgment." 

Kennedy's assassination in November 1963 ended the Camelot pres- 
idency. But like those presidents who preceded and followed him, the 
White House still bears the Kennedys' stamp. Today, the Rose Garden 
is under the care of a team of curators, architects and the National Park

Service, and other gardens have been completed in his memory. 

Dream House illustrates how, through triumph and tragedy, the 
White House has endured but never shied from change. "If George 
Washington were to visit Washington D.C., today he would find that 
the White House and its garden have been developed with ongoing 
respect for the defining Potomac view, despite the complexity of 
21st-century urban life. A consistent and protected vision of pre- 
urban America has ensured that today's capital city map remains 
much as L'Enfant envisioned when he presented his plan to the first 
president two centuries ago. At the heart of the city, for the pleasure 
of the public and the president, remains the city's Reservation No. 1, 
the presidents garden and park." m

Spanish Showcase 


Casa del Herrero: The Romance of Spanish Colonial

ew historians debate whether or not the Colonial Revival is the most 

inventive design movement to leave its mark on America; the only issue 

is, which Colonial? While English colonists inoculated New England 
and Virginia with the Classicism of the Georgian style, it was the Spanish who 
spread their own earthy building traditions on the California coast and the 
gulf from Florida to Texas, seeding what might be called *the other Colonial 
style." Rediscovered and reinterpreted with a vengeance in the 1920s, the 
zeitgeist for Spanish-inspired architecture took on a life of its own in the 
building-boom states of Florida and California, producing some remarkably 
original and beautiful buildings. Among them was Casa del Herrero, or “the 
house of the blacksmith," the subject of a new book by Robert Sweeney, 
president of Friends of the Schindler House in Los Angeles. 

Following World War I, Americans saw Spain as undiscovered cul- 
tural and architectural turf and, particularly in the aftermath of the Spanish- 
American War, something of a treasure trove of antiques to be plundered. 
More than this though, Spanish architecture offered a refreshing alternative 
— even antidote — to the rectilinear predictability of Georgian Classicism. This 
was especially true of old Spanish farmhouses, missions and other vernacular 
buildings that were often asymmetrical, yet carefully suited to their sites; 
obviously handmade, yet meticulously crafted. That was the concept anyway. 

In reality, the Spanish Revival in the U.S. was closer to a freewheelin 
mélange of elements from any and all stuccoed and tile-roofed buildings. 
As Sweeney notes early on, "Spanish Colonial Revival architecture as it 
developed in the twentieth century was an admixture of Hispanic styles 
that owed as much to Mexico as to Spain." That may be putting it mildly 
given that, at times, there's clearly a dash of Italy and even the Arab world 
among the ingredients. 

A near perfect trio of architect, consultant decorators and client combined 
to create Casa del Herrero in Montecito, CA, beginning in 1922. George 
Washington Smith, the architect of record, began designing houses as a second 
career after traveling in Spain and, in 1918, by building one of the first pro- 
vincial Spanish Revival houses in nearby Santa Barbara as his own residence. 
Arthur Byne and his wife, Mildred Stapley, were early experts on things 
Spanish, and from Spain they bird-dogged the purchase of many shiploads of 
medieval doors, woodwork and furnishings for the house, as well as for the 
likes of William Randolph Hearst. But it was George Fox Steedman, the cli- 
ent, who had the original vision for the house and, through his unrelenting eye 
for detail, wielded an overarching hand in its execution and final realization. 

Steedman, while not a blue blood or among the ranks of the super rich of 
his day, was by no means a parvenu. Educated at Harvard and an indefatigable 
worker — with accomplishments that Sweeney says “radiate intelligence" — 
Steedman made his money in munitions in St. Louis before a heart ailment 
led him to think about a retirement house in California. The Packard autos 
eventually housed at Casa del Herrero are emblematic of George Steedman, 
his wife and two daughters as people: upscale to the level of luxury, tasteful 
and in step with the times, but not avant-garde or flashy. Hence perhaps the 
choice of a rural tradesman’s house as the model for a second home — a scale 
and construction that avoided ostentation but could still be a canvas for a rich 
texture of finishes, gardens and elegant design. 

It might seem a stretch to devote an entire book to a single house — espe- 
cially one that’s no castle or mysterious murder site. However, through 
diligent research, Sweeney spins a taut but very readable line of history 
that draws all the various players together in how they contributed to mak- 
ing what is probably one of the most fully integrated and architecturally 
respectful Spanish Colonial Revival houses ever built. Wisely, he avoids long 
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Tile — both centuries old and newly commissioned — is everywhere at the house, 
along with museum-quality antique building parts, such as doors, shutters and a 
paneled ceiling. 


columns of purple prose describing the appearance of this room, that wall, 
or ideas that never came to be. Instead he lets readers see the beauty of the 
house themselves through scores of large contemporary photos and a judi- 
cious assortment of historic black-and-white photos. 

By the second quarter of the book, when the house is complete as a dwell- 
ing (though unfinished as a project), George Washington Smith has exited 
and Sweeney’s story is largely about how Steedman continues to finesse the 
house into the 1930s with a succession of architects and designer / advisors. 
The grounds, gardens and outbuildings are a particular focus. Meticulous but 
never meddling, the engineer in Steedman comes through in his constant 
attention to improvement; he even dispatches daily letters about the house 
while steaming to shopping trips in Spain. For a man originally not that inter- 
ested in ceramics, tile became something of an obsession. As it stands today, 
Casa del Herrero is a kaleidoscopic showcase of tile work and tiles, both 
Spanish antiques and custom orders from Tunis — over 12,000 pieces of the 
latter alone. Indeed, just to help clean under the Packards, the garage floor is 
lavished with a stunning tile carpet. 

Which raises the question of what, exactly, George Steedman built and why 
he built it. Though he incorporated huge quantities of architectural antiques 
picked up abroad — from ironwork to doors and furniture and tile — Casa del 
Herrero is no San Simeon, an otherworldly omelette of salvage whipped into 
a rich man's fantasy fortress. Nor is it like Virginia House, an actual medieval 
English priory reassembled in Richmond that, not incidentally, reinforced the 
owners' Anglo-Saxon roots. And it is certainly not Fallingwater, a statement 
house designed to put an ambitious department store magnate and an under- 
employed visionary architect front-and-center on the media map. Perhaps 
George Steedman had the answer himself when he wrote, “I don’t want any- 
thing showy, but I want it good." The result, as clearly demonstrated in this 
book, is one of the great houses of the 20th century. M

Green Architecture: 
A Return to Nature's Principles 


By Eric Stengel 


n the living world of nature, there is a common thread that binds 
all things together: from seed pods to the spiral pattern of a sun- 
flower's bloom, to insects, reptiles, butterflies, trees and to all 
the bones in an animal and to our own bodies. This thread is what 
allows nature's progression from the "one to the many" and is what 
Plato called “nature’s greatest secret”: phi. 
Phi is a never ending and never repeating number: 1.618....It is 
a geometric mean, a proportion derived from a static geometry — 
the 1:1 square. For the ancients, this ratio was a sacred truth found 
empirically in all things in heaven and on earth. They fully believed it 
was a gift put on earth by the gods for man to find and use as a means 
to pay homage to the heavens. Its use was a literal portal to directly to 
the “soul of the universe.” 


Understanding phi provides a gateway to the geometries of nature and the 
ephemeral thing we call beauty. When one makes things using phi, one gives 


form to the geometries of nature that also mimics its progression of scale. 


The first evidence of the use of phi in architecture can be traced 
back 4,000 years to Egyptian architecture. Fast forward to Western 
legend, which says that Pythagoras (570-ca. 495 B.C.E.) was the first 
to have discovered the existence of phi though it wasn’t formally 
identified until Euclid (325-264 B.C.E.). The phenomenon had many 
names until the first treatise on the subject — Divina Proportione by 
Luca Pacioli (1445-1517 AD) gave it its current and most commonly 
referred to name. In the Proto-Renaissance through the Renaissance, 
the church required that the phi ratio be used in all ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture, much as in the past for temple architecture. The Pope called 
it “the golden rectangle” and “the divine proportion.” 

Understanding phi provides a gateway to the geometries of nature 
and the ephemeral thing we call beauty. When one makes things using 
phi, one gives form to the geometries of nature that also mimics its 
progression of scale. These things put man in harmony with the natu- 
ral world and in doing so, these things, or objects, resonate with us. 
Phi is the fundamental thread connecting parts to a whole. 

Harmony generally means a resonance between different things. In 
music, as in nature, there are several fundamental and recurring pro- 
portions that nature uses to go from the “one” to the “many” — unison 
(1:1), octave (2:1) and diapente (3:2). Unison is a single sound, like 
a plucked string. An octave is a sound played in intervals of eight. 
Diapente, or “through five,” is called a fifth. The diapente ratio of 3:2 
is the musical reconciliation of the phi dilemma of cumulative irratio- 
nal numbers. 

Scientific observations of nature’s creations continue today to 
reveal the complex harmonic relationship of parts to a whole. For 
example, a scientist studying the propagation of mosquitoes looked 
at the sounds male and females make during courtship, in particular 
the sound of their beating wings. He measured the male beating wing 
sound to be a 600 hertz cycle, or approximately the musical note 
D5. The female wing beat at approximately a 400 hertz cycle, or 
approximately the musical note G4. When the two came near each 
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other, both adjusted the pitch of their wing beats slightly to make a 
harmonic resonance. This adjustment did two phenomenal things. 
First, the two notes made a harmonic overtone; second, the pitch 
was what modern musicians call a “perfect fifth,” meaning one note 
is seven semitones above or below the other. The note D is a perfect 
fifth interval above/below G. That’s a ratio of approximately 3:2, or 
essentially phi. That is nature’s greatest secret in a practical demon- 
stration — making many from the one with harmony. 

As in music, architecture, across all cultures, times and places, 
embraces these proportions, interpreted and developed through the 
centuries of a complex and rich language. This is the foundation of 
the Classical language of architecture. Its evolution as a language pays 
homage to nature by sequencing what we make with nature to pro- 
duce a resonance. Think of the time you 
have been in a place and thought, this 
space feels right, it’s comfortable. 

Authentic green architecture, I pro- 
pose, follows antiquity’s principals of har- 
mony and conservation. Phi proportions 
found in nature are the starting point for 
this mission, as evidenced throughout 
history. My Phi Guest Cottage is an example of harmony and adaptive 
reuse in the true spirit of Classical architecture. In fact, most materi- 
als used in this cottage were collected and saved during the last 200+ 
years here in Tennessee. Materials include 150-year-old hand-painted 
wainscoting, 100+ year-old reclaimed poplar floors and 100+ year- 
old barn timbers and re-milled, reclaimed old-growth lumber. The 
new components are also inherently green due to the low carbon 
emissions in production, as well as future upkeep. There are over- 
hangs to protect vertical surfaces from the elements; low window/ 
wall ratios on correct exposures to maintain a comfortable climate; 
and many natural, inert materials. All of these things combine to cre- 
ate a dwelling with a very low carbon footprint before, during and 
after its life — not just for the time of its intended use. This is how the 
ancients built, and many of their buildings survive today, after thou- 
sands of years. Think of the 1,880-year-old Pantheon — it has only five 
cracks in its lime-based concrete dome. 

My green house embraces Classical ideals in a simple vernacular 
structure, utilizing harmonic proportions; strong, heavy, natural and 
inert materials that require little processing; the reuse of materials; 
low window to wall ratios; and passive solar performance through 
thermal mass and orientation to the sun. 

If we continue with what is now a scorched earth policy of con- 
sumption, we cannot sustain nature’s limited resources.
